Cooperation between the host 


country and the multi-national 


corporation, Curry explained, has 
benetits for both sides. The multi- 
national corporation extracts from 
the host country raw materials in 
the form of ores. minerals, 
agricultural foodstuffs, and 
agnicultural non-foodstufts, such 
as rubber or plant fibers. In return, 
the host country receives the help 
necded to develop (or exploit) its 
resources in the form of skilled 
labor. capital. and modern in- 
dustrial technology

From 1950 through 1970, Curry 
noted. the price of raw materials 
exported by the underdeveloped 
countrics Was steadily decreasing 
In relation to the rising prices of the 
products from Western 
eountries which the 
underdeveloped countries were im- 
porting. This resulted in an un- 
fuvorable balance of trade for the 
underdeveloped countries 

Curry illustrated the problem 
with the case of Liberia. During the 
1950's. iron ore deposits were dis- 
covered in Liberia, in addition to 
the existing raw rubber industry

South African Struggle 


(ZNS) Military leaders trom the 
United States and trom the Union 
of South Africa have been con- 
ducting a series of high-level secret 
meetings in Washington this mon- 
th, the Christian Science Monitor 
reports 

The newspaper says the secret 
meetings have 
face discussions between the chair- 
man of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. Thomas H. Moorer, and Ad- 
miral Hugo Biermann, the Chiet of 
Statt for South Africa’s armed 
forces 

According to the Monitor, the 
subject of the me. tings ts the recent 
overthrow of the = right-wing 
Caetano government in Por- 
tugal —a coup which is expected to 
trigger an increase in black guer- 
rilla activity in Mozambique. a 
Strategic neighbor to South Africa. 

The meetings reportedly are be- 
ing held in secret because the U.S 
wants to avoid the damaging 
publicity it might receive in dealing 
with the segregationist, white 
supremist government of South 

Atrica. The meetings, states the 
Vonitor, are being held to outline 
possible tactics to be followed in 
South Africa should the liberation 
movements escalate their wars for

The new Portuguese 
government of General Antonio 
De Spinola has called for a 
slackening of the fighting in Africa 
Spinola urged liberation troops to 
lay down their arms and convert 
their struggle into a political one 

Frelimo, however, believes that 
a political solutionin Mozambique 
would reyuire too much time, and 
is fighting for immediate 
independence trom Portugal 


The growth of rubber plantations 
took away land which could have 
been used for farming. while the 
iron Ore exporting industry at- 
tracted villagers away from their 
villages. The number of men in- 
volved in farming decreased. while 
the number of workers producing 
rubber and iron ore for export in- 
creased. In turn, the Libertans had 
to import More rice, their staple 
food 

During the 1950’s and 1960's 
the Liberians. like many other 
underdeveloped nations. — were 
fuced with price increases for im- 
ports. Rice increased from $10.50 
per 100 pounds to $25 per hun- 
dred pounds. At the same time, the 
price of rubber and iron ore was 
going down, leaving Liberia facing 
a negative balance of trade 

Whatever revenue the Liberian 
iron ore operations cleared. was 
not clear protit tor the Liberians

Economy Dismal

Outlooks jor America’s in 
flation-plagued economy are “ex 
tremely dismal.” according to 
CSUS Economics Professor 
Albert Gutowsky. Gutowsky ad- 
dressed a group of about 35 
students, faculty and businessmen 
Wednesday in the Food Service's 
Ribera Room 

He cited the reliance on short- 
run rather than long-run economic 
Strategy as a major contributor to 
the nation’s inflation dilemma 

Gutowsky explained America’s 
inflationary process in terms of 
three variables: 1) price changes. 2) 
wage changes, and 3) productivity 
or output per man-hour. He used 
the following equation to express 
the relationship of these variables 
within the American economy 
price changes = wage changes @ 
productivity 
thercfore a function of increased 
wages and decreased productivity 


Price increases are 


But what causes wage increases? 
Olfered a 


answer to this question 


Gutowsky three-part 

First. the unemplovment rate 
measures labor demand and affects 
unemployment 
Wages increase 


Wave levels: as 
decreases 

Business profits, too can either 
boost or drop wage levels: com- 


panies showing protits can expect 


workers to claim corresponding! 
greater Wages 

Finally, pumps in the cost of liv- 
Ing Necessilate Wage Compensation 
for workers 

Gutowsk\ 
relatively unrestrained 
ushered in the pertod of high prices 
and low unemployment rates 

When inflation had grown to 
excessiveness, national economic 
policy was reversed. Suddenly, the 
economy was being depressed to 
increase unemployment and thus 
lower prices 

But what has happened as a 
result of this “stop-go economy” 
which Gutowsky called 
“madness”? Gutowsky stated that 
the depressing of the economy

Oppressors And Guns 


Editor, the Hornet 

The Campus Police at Califor- 
ma State University at Sacramento 
have never before been armed 
Now President Bond has acted in 
the interest of the Board of 
Trustees at CSUS by calling for the 
arming of the police. His 
rationalization, his excuse he’s 
feeding the students. faculty. and 
workers is that the arming of the 
campus police will control crime 
on campus. We know there are 
more effective measures to deter 
crime such as increased lighting at 
night. So what ts the reali reason the 
Board of Trustees and their servant 
Bond are arming their forces now? 
What have the businessmen on the 
Board learned in the past few years 
that has taught them they need in- 
creased forceful control of workers 
and students on campus? How can 
we as workers and students best 
oppose this increased intimidation, 
oppression, and coercion being 
brought down on us? These are the 
questions to which we must know 
the correct answers if we are to 
effectively prevent a Jackson State 
or a Kent State at CSUS 

President Bond, as a 
mouthpicce for the trustees: ex- 
pects us to believe his line that 
armed campus police will be more 
ellective fighting crime on campus 
then unarmed security guards. Ob 
viously, he ts not concerned about 
crimes such as theft. assault and 
rape. Armed or unarmed. police 
simply are not around when these 
kinds of crimes occur. The kind of 
activity, labeled “crime”, which 
Bond is concerned about is 
organized concerted effort by cam- 
pus workers and students opposing 
injustices both on campus and off 
This is the only kind of “crime” 
against which police are more 
eflective if they ase armed. Not 
only is direct militaristic inter ven- 
tion effective in breaking up 
demonstrations but it 1s also etfec- 
tive in intimidating student and 
worker involvement in these 
demonstrations 


TA) (the 
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The Trustees of CSUS are big 
businessmen such as George D 
Hart. director of several banks and 
four imsurance companies. The 
businessmen learned a lessontin the 
past decade's anti-war movement 
The movement started on the cam- 
puses and spread to the com- 
munity, gaining massive support 
Ultimately this led to a growing 
awareness as to the United States 
imperialist policies in the 
underdeveloping countries of the 
world and Vietnam in particular 
The domestic opposition to the war 
and the determined struggle of the 
Victnamese people forced the U.S 
big businessmen to pull out their 
armics and the Vietnamese people 
won a great victory. The big 
businessmen do not want to see this 
happen again. They, instead, will 
attempt to crush internal resistance 
before it has a chance to gain 
momentum. They could net have 
armed the campus police at the 
height of the Vietnamese war this 
would have exposed their position 
even further 


The campuses are quiet now 
with a relatively low level of 
student involvement. By arming 
now when they are able to. the 
businessmen are preparing for the 
unrest to come, the signs of which 
are evident in rampant inflation, 
rising unemployment, and further 
US. aggression in the Middle East 
and Southeast Asia. The armed 
campus police are the same brand 
used against striking 
workers. and anywhere else the 
businessmen meet opposition to

their class interests 


How can workers and students 
oppose the administration's drive 
toward unrestricted torce? Unity. 
and a clear understanding of the 
relationship between the state and 
Classes in society are the keys to 
lighting such force. Faculty and 
stall workers must build strong 
unions to fight in their interests 
against the administration

The State Attorney General's 
ottice has issued tnformation to 
prevent consumers from falling 
victim to shady deals tn auto 
leasing, door todoor sales and bulk 
buying of beet 

There are two kinds of auto 
leasing methods, closed and open- 
end, which are used in the auto 
leasing industry, the AG office ex- 
plained. In a closed-end lease. the 
leasee pays a monthly fee and. if the 
car is in good condition at the end 
ol the leasing period. he has no tur- 
ther habrhty. But in the open-end 
lease, the consumer and dealer 
value of the 
turned

automobile when i ts to be

A monthly tee is also reguiredin 
the open-end deal, but at the end of 
the leasing period the leasce must 
pay the difference between the pre- 
determined value agreed upon and 
the price the dealer sells the car for 
alter it is turned in 

Some dealers also make an ad- 
ditional charge if the car is turned 
in early; so people planning to lease 
a car are advised to check that part 
of the contract” carefully 
Sometimes tt is advisable for a per- 
son to check to see if he could bid 
for the car, too. 

In buying any product. buyers 
are reminded that if a salesman 
sells you a product or service for 
$25 or more, you have three
